MANY KILLED IN 
MINE DISASTER 


ÍeiTiñc Explosion in Joe Leiter's 
Colliery at Ziegler, 111. 


FIFTEEN 
BODIES 
RECOVERED 


Bonton» 111., April 4."Some 50 min- 
ers were entombed in Joseph Leiter'è 
mine at Ziegler by a terrific explosion 
or gas, and it is probable that 30 or 
more of the burled men are dead. 
Thus ù\v four bodies have been found. 
The explosion, it is said, was due to 
tlie fact that the Leiter mines ai*o not 
M^orked on Sunday, thus allowing gas 
to accumulate in tho lower workings. 


When between 35 and 45 miners 
had descended into the mine to re- 
sume work, a horriflo explosion bleAV 
the mouth of tho mine high into the 
air.

One raiiner was killed and four were 
boverely injured at the mouth of the 
Hhal't in which the explosion occurred.

But the main 
shaft was demolished, so that rescue 


ork has to be carried on thrd\igh the 
iiir shaft. 


This has hindered the work of aid-

These 
bodies were found 40 feet from the 
bottom of thè air shaft, and this is as 
far as the rescuers have been able to 
penetrate Into the shaft.

Bloodshed In Warsaw,

demonstration. The troops which came 
to disperse the gathering fired into the 
crowd, killing four persons and wound­ 
ing 40 others. 
The trouble began when, under the 
pi*etext of holding a memorial meeting 
for a late Jewish Socialist leader, a 
crowd of over 1000, mostly Jews, carry­ 
ing red flags, marched 
into 
Dzika 
street and was met by a mixed police 
and military patrol of 20 men.

G. C. Holden Accepted Loan of $1100

Holden, the inspector in the United 
States postal service attached to the 
PhiladPlphia inspection division, w^ho 
a'ldmittcd that the Storey CoUon com­ 
pany, 
the 
defunct 
“get-rioh-quick** 
coniTrn, most of whose oiRcers are 
fugitives from justice, advanced JllOO 
to him as a loan for a few days, has 
sent his resignation to Washington. 
Holden declares that he received the 
money and paid it back a few days 
later, without any understanding or 
•agreement 
v/ith 
the Storey Cotton 
company that he was to protect the 
concern against invev'itigation by the 
postofilce 
department. 
He, however, 
admitted that in accepting the loan 
from that concern ho w’us indiscreet, 
and thought it best. In view of the 
revelations in the case, to send his 
resignation to the postal authorities at 
Washington. 
In a statement made by Holden, he 
says that the loan was paid back with­ 
in a very few days, and that he was 
greatly surprised to learn that it had 
been entered on the books of the com­ 
pany, because it was a personal loan 
from F. Ewart Storey. He believes, he 
said, that the loan \vas placed on the 
hooks to do him Injury. Since the loan 
was made, he says, he has sent three 
separate reports to Washington recom­ 
mending that fraud orders he issued 
against the Storey concern. 
Asked if it was true, as Holden con­ 
tends, that G arrett was responsible 
for the failure of the postnfllce depart­ 
ment to issue a fraud order against 
the Storey Cotton company and that 
he was their lawyer.

MANY KILLED IN 
MINE DISASTER 


Terrific Explosion in Joe Leiter’s 
Colliery at Ziegler, 111. 


FIFTEEN 
EODIES 
RECOVERED 


Bonton, 111., April 4.--Some 50 min­ 
ers w^ero entombed in Joseph Leiter’ô 
mine at Ziegler by a terrific explosion 
or gas, and it is probable that 30 or 
more of the burled men are dead. 
Thus ÙW four bodies have been foimd. 
The explosion, it is said, was due to 
tlie fact that the Letter mines ai*o not 
M^orked on Stinday, thus allowing gas 
to accumulate in tho lower workings. 
When between 35 and 45 miners 
had descended into the mine to re­ 
sume work, a horrific explosion blew 
the mouth of tho mine high into the 
air. One of tho steel cages \vas blown 
to the surface from the bottom of a 
5i»0-foot shaft. The shock of the ex­ 
plosion was telt at Benton, 12 miles 
noitheast of Ziegler. A teamster driv­ 
ing along a road half à. mile from the 
mine was covered with falling cinders, 
and debris covered the floor of his 
wagon half an inch deep. 
One miner was killed and four were 
beverely injured at tho mouth of the 
«halt in which the explosion occurred. 
The work of rescue was begun at once 
by miners who were arriving when 
the explosion took place. But the main 
shaft was demolished, so that rescue 
w ork has to be carried on thr(5\igh the 
iiir shaft. 
This has hindered the work of aid­ 
ing tho entombed men to such an ex­ 
tent that thiis morning only fifteen 
ioodies 
and 
one 
injured 
man 
had 
been brought to tho surface. 
These 
bodies Avere found 40 feet from the 
bottom of thè air shaft, and this is as 
far as the rescuers have been able to 
penetrate Into the shaft. 
A committee of union miners from 
Duquerne and other neighboring min­ 
ing towns, headed by District Presi­ 
dent Morris, hastened to Ziegler soon 
altçr the explosion occurred afid of­ 
fered their Uld. 
The bodies of the dead arc so black­ 
ened that they cannot at once be iden­ 
tified. 
Rolla Campbell is the injured 
miner brought out of the shaft, and it 
Is said th a t he cannot live. Campbell 
is conscious, but he is unable to give 
any explanation of the accident. 
C. K Childers, a strilcing Ziegler 
miner, last October predicted in a 
printed article that an explosion was 
likely to occur on account of what he 
termed improper ventilation of the 
shafts. 
There was much cxcitemeut among 
miners when the 
accident 
became 
known, 
because 
there had been a 
strike of long duration, and many con­ 
flicts had occurred between strikers 
and non-union mincx,s, 


FOREST FIRES IN MARYLAND 


Hundreds of Acres of Timber De« 
stroyed Near Hagerstown. 
Hagerstown, Md., April 3, — Hun­ 
dreds of acres of valuable timber have 
been destroyed by forest 
fires 
on 
South Mountain, together with large 
quantitle»s of cord wood and 
rails. 
North Mountain is also the scene of 
i^xn extensive forest fire, and still an­ 
other is burning neaj* Edgemont. Hun­ 
dreds of men are fighting the flames, 
which, however, are steadily spread­ 
ing, Fears are entertaitxed that the 
flam<^s Avill extend aeross the line Into 
Pennsylvania, and also ihto Frederick 
county, this state. No estimate of the 
money loss can yet bo made. 


Fires Almost Encircio^Baltimore.*

* T h e i r * " O r e s s e a 
Poultry." 


The recent increase of the 
import 
duty on frogs' legs has already stimu- 
lated a languid but pleasing industry. 
Although Secretary SbaAv has no direct 
authority to revise the tariff, he may 
change the classification of an article 
so as to effect the rate of duty. 
Thus, 
by taking frogs' legs out of the cate- 
gory of "unmanufactured articles" and 
classing them as "dressed poultry," he 
extracts more money from those who 
import the delicacy from the Canadian 
marshes. In the same Avny the duty on 
Avoodon logs has been raised by rating 
them as "household supplies" instead 
of "manufactures of Avood." 


An early result of the added pro- 
tection to frog culture is the propaga- 
tion, by the Pennsylvania Fish Com- 
mission, of millions of pollywogs—the 
spawn 
of the 
deep-A'oiced 
Western 
bullfrog. 
These are offered Avithout 
charge to farmers in the State Avho 
haA'e marsh lauds. 
Partly because of 
the high prices of ordinary meats the 
demand for frogs' legs in the city is 
large 
and 
groAving. 
OAvIng to the 
small cost and little trouble of 
the 
business it should be profitable. 


Probably 
no productive 
enterprise 
offers more pleasure and 
instruction 
than does the rearing of the frog. 
Not 
only is he a curious mystery to the 
rjan of science, but he has many per* 
sonal qualities Avh.ch attract the inter- 
est and often the frle:idship of the in- 
telligent farmer. 
Long ago the poet 
afiirmed that 


Of all the funny things that live in 


Avoodland, marsh or bog, 
That creep the ground o:* fly the air, 
the funniest is the frog. 


This estimate rests mainly on the 
fact that he neither runs nor walks, 
but "goes it with a jerk." 
HoAvever, 
he is not merely funny, but among his 
characteristics is a strong sense of 
duty. Although "Daniel Webster." the 
champion jumping Irog, was 
surrep- 
titiously filled with birdshot, still he 
humped and heaved and displayed an 
honest desire o win the Avager. 


From the earliest pollyAvog sta'ce the 
frog is ever the source of 
surprise, 
information and pleasure. 
The sudden 
disappearance of the fishlike gills, then 
of the tail, and the equally startling 
and mysterious acquisition of a tongue 
(attached at the anterior 
extremity) 
and of agile, edible kgs, must satisfy 
any taste for the wonderful. 
In every 
Avay frog culture beats the 
Belgian 
hare 
fad 
all 
hollow.—Fhiladelphia 
Ledger.

Tolerance of out- 
side air is very quickly 
established,

the open- 
air life will willingly go back to the 
former conditions of stuffiness, I have 
never seen any one made worse by ex- 
posure to fresh au*. 
Even during a 
thick 
Ix)ndon 
fog patients 
get 
on 
belter lying in a bed on a balcony 
or in rooms Avith Avindows wide open 
and a good fire burning than Avhen at- 
tempts ai-e made to shut out the fog 
by keeping the AA'lndows shut.—Dr. H.

COTTON OR SHODDY IN A FABRIC 


How the PeiTrntaKC of the Adulterantft 


Ih l>et«^rmliied. 


Worsted cloths are less often adul- 
terated than Avoolens and 
are 
moro 
easily detected, 
A cotton A\'orst;ed Is a 
lie on the face of it, for the cotton 
stands out Avith prominence. But often 
a cotton thread is t A v i s t o d with a worst- 
ed thread, and to determine its pres- 
ence it is only necessary to take the 
tAvist out of the thread and then exam- 
ine its component parts. 


Cotton, having a long staple, can be 
carded and combed Avith 
AA^OOI to be 
spun into AA'orsted yarn. 
This is done 
to cheapen the cost of production. 
Cot- 
ton is carded and spun AvIth AVOOI and 
shoddy, not so much to olieapon tho 
yarn, for cotton is generally as expen- 
sive as some shoddies, but is intro- 
duced to give strength or spinning qual- 
ities to the stock. 
In many cases the 
shoddy is of such short staple that it 
Avould not stand the draAvIng in spin- 
ning, and as it Avould make tho cost 
of the yarn too high to put iu enough 
wool to give that lacking strength, cot- 
ton is put in for this purpose. 


The percentage of cotton in a fabric 
can be determined in 
this 
manner: 
Take a small piece of cloth and Aveigh 
it. 
NOAV boil it for five minutes in a 
five per cent, solution of caustic soda. 
Take out Avhat is left and, if any, it is 
all cotton. 
The wool Avill all be dis- 
solved. The percentage of shoddy can- 
not be determined except by experi- 
ence. 


A clolh of yarn Avivh shoddy in it is 
easily detected by its feel. Cloth made 
of all new AA'OOI is softer feeling than 
ono containing shoddy, for the latter 
has lost that new, soft, springy feel 
peculiar to AVOOL—American AVool and 
Cotton Reporter.

Hussian scouts have airnin come aô

TO PROMOTE FROG CULTURE. 


Secretary Sbaw Has Hi« Joko anrt Calls 
* Tlicir*l<eg8 **l>re8secl Poultry.*' 
The recent increase of the import 
duty on frogs’ legs has already stimu­ 
lated a languid but pleasing industry. 
Although Secretary Shaw has no direct 
authority to revise the tariff, he may 
change the classification of an article 
so as to effect the rate ol; duty. Thus, 
by taking frogs’ legs out of the cate­ 
gory of “unmanufactured articles” and 
classing them as “dressed poultry,” he 
extracts more money from those who 
import the delicacy from the Canadian 
marshes. In the same way the duty on 
wooden legs has been raised by rating 
them as “household supplies” instead 
of “manufactures of wood.” 
An early result of the added pro­ 
tection to frog culture is the propaga­ 
tion, by the Pennsylvania Fish Com­ 
mission, of millions of pollywogs—the 
spawn of the deep-voiced 
Western 
bullfrog. 
These are offered without 
charge to farmers in the State who 
have marsh lands. 
Partly because of 
the high prices of ordinary meats the 
demand for frogs’ legs in the city is 
large 
and 
growing. 
Owing to the 
small cost and little trouble of the 
business it should be profitable. 
Probably no productive enterprise 
offers more pleasure and instruction 
than does the rearing of the frog. 
Not 
only is he a curious mystery to the 
raan of science, but he has many per» 
sonal qualities wh.ch attract the inter­ 
est and often the friendship of the in­ 
telligent farmer. 
Long ago the poet 
affirmed that 
Of all the funny things th at live in 
woodland, marsh or bog, 
That creep the ground or fly the air, 
the f::nniest is the frog. 
This estimate rests mainly on the 
fact that he neither runs nor walks, 
but “goes it w’ith a jerk.” 
However, 
he is not mei’ely funny, but among his 
characteristics is a strong sense of 
duty. Although “Daniel W'ebster,” the 
champion .lumping trog, was surrep­ 
titiously filled w'ith birdshot, still he 
humped and heaved and displayed an 
honest desire o win the wager. 
From the earliest pollywog stale the 
frog Is ever the source of surprise, 
information and pleasure. The sudden 
disappearance of the fishlike gills, then 
of the tail, and the equally startling 
and mysterious acquisition of a tongue 
(attached at the anterior extremity) 
and of agile, edible Kgs, must satisfy 
any taste for the ■wonderful. In every 
way frog culture beats the Belgian

hollow .—Philadelphia 
Ledger.

Free exposure to air is the 
best antipyretic. 
S’ eating at night, 
formerly so common a symptom, usu­ 
ally ceases. 
Colds are practically un­ 
known 
a'inong 
patients 
leading an 
open-air’’life. Secondary infection, on 
account of the comparative freedom of 
tlie air from micro-organisms, is much 
less likely to occur. Tolerance of out­ 
side air iB very quickly established, 
and no one w’ho hrs tried 
the open- 
air life w’ill w'illlngly go back to the 
former conditions of stuffiness. I have 
never seen anj’ one made worse by ex­ 
posure to fresh aii\ 
Kven during a 
thick Ix)ndon fog patients get on 
better lying in a bed on a balcony 
or in rooms with windows wide open 
and a good fire burning than when at­ 
tempts ai*e made to shut out the fog 
by keeping the windows shut.—Dr. H.

Worsted cloths are less often adul­ 
terated than woolens and are* more 
easily detected. A cotton W’orsted is a 
lie on the face of it, for the cotton 
stands out with prominence. But often 
a cotton thread is twisted with a worst- 
ed thread, and to determine its pres­ 
ence it is only necessary to take the 
tw ist out of the thread and then exam­ 
ine its component parts. 
Cotton, having a long staple, can be 
carded and combed with w’ool to he 
spun into worsted yarn. 
This is done 
to cheapen the cost of production. Cot­ 
ton is carded and spun 'vvith wool and 
shoddy, not so much to cheapen the 
yarn, for cotton is generally as expen­ 
sive as some shoddies, but is intro­ 
duced to give strength or spinning qual­ 
ities to the stock. 
In many cases the 
shoddy is of such short staple that it 
would not stand the drawing in sphi- 
ning, and as it would make the cost 
of the yarn too high to put iu enough 
wool to give that lacking strength, cot­ 
ton is put in for this purpose. 
The percentage of cotton in a fabric 
can be determined in this 
manner: 
Take a small piece of cloth and Aveigh 
it. 
Now boil it for five minutes in a 
five per cent, solution of caustic soda. 
Take out w’hat is left and, if any, it is 
all cotton. 
The wool 'svill all be dis­ 
solved. The percentage of shoddy can­ 
not be determined except by experi­ 
ence. 
A cloth of yarn with shoddy in it is 
easily detected by its feel. Cloth made 
of all new w’ool is softer feeling than 
one containing shoddy, for the latter 
has lost that new, soft, springy feel 
peculiar to a vooL—American AVool and 
Cotton Reporter.

NEWS OF T H E FAR EAST. 


Huissian scouts have nirain come ai^ 
far soutli

TO HEM TABLE LINENS. 


The simple rolled French hem, done 
by hand, is the approved way of finish­ 
ing the raw edges of damask table 
cloths and napkins. 
Turn a narrow 
hem about a quarter of an inch, baste, 
fold back again on the right side of the 
fabric, then overhand tho hem to the 
cloth in a top seam. 
When finished, 
flatten and press the hem in place, 
says the Philadelphia Inquirer, 
Fine damask table linen is sometimes 
hemstitched; the cloth with a two- 
inch hem and the napkins with an inch 
hem. 
While this is an exceptionally 
dainty w'ay of finishing, it cannot stand 
hard usage. 
Plain white damask is preferred to 
any fancy w^eaves in color combina­ 
tions for any meal excepting 5 o’clock 
tea. or an elaborate luncheon. 
Some­ 
times a plain line is handsomely dec­ 
orated at home by border sprays and a 
centre garland large enough to encircle 
a handsome bowl or vase of flowers. 
Whilo 
crest, 
monogram 
or initials 
may be embroidered on linen at any of 
the large shops where linen Is sold, 
most Avomen prefer to do the necessary 
marking with their own needles. 


RECIPES :: I

Kidney Omelet—Chop cold cooked 
kidney very fine; make an omelet mix­ 
ture with three tablespoonfuls of milk, 
three eggs, salt and pepper to season; 
put one tablespoonful of butter in a 
frying-pan; when it Is melted, turn in 
the mixture; cook slowly xmtil a crust 
is formed on the bottom; in the mean­ 
time, sprinkle over tho omelet the 
chopped kidney and chopped parsley; 
fold the omelet in half, lift it to a hot 
platter and serve at once. 
Hominy Muifin.s—Mix a cupful of 
warm boiled hominy, cooked to the 
proper consistency for the breakfast 
table, with a table.spoonful of melted 
butter, a saltspoonful of salt and a 
cupful of milk; add this mixture to a 
cupful and a half of flour in wMiich has 
been sifted a teaspoonful and a half 
baking powder. 
In case this does not 
seem quite stiff enough, add a little 
more flour: lastly, add two well-beaten 
eggs and bake in tho heated muitin 
pans, 
Cuban Egg.s—This recipe is for six 
people. 
Use eight eggs, one teaspoon­ 
ful of minced onion, four tablespoon­ 
fuls of sausage-meat or minced bacon, 
one-half teaspoonful 
salt and 
one^ 
eighth teaspoonful pepper; cook tho 
meat and onions together over a hot 
fire five minutes; beat the eggs thor­ 
oughly and add the seasoning; put the 
pan on a cooler part of the stove and 
pour in the eggs; stir till the eggs be­ 
come thick and creamy, then pour 
over buttered toast and serve. 
Moulded Meat—Mince three-quarters 
of a pound of any cold meat and chop 
wuth it a small slice of cold ham or 
bacon; add half an onion, chopped 
quite fine, salt and pepper to taste, 
a very little grated lemon peel and a 
slice of toasted bread dipped, or, bet­ 
ter, soaked in milk; mix thoroughly 
and bind with a beaten egg; put into a 
buttered pudding-dish and bake thi*ee- 
quarters of an hour in a slow oven, 
spread with a well-beaten egg, cover 
with bread crumbs, increase the heat, 
and brown.

There is in process of constructioi 
ncross the United States ship canal a 
Duluth, Minn., a bridge which will bi 
the first of 
its kind in the UniteC 
States, the fifth in the world. 
Thh 
aerial bridge, Avhen completed, will hi 
a very imposing structure. 
From thi 
lowest point of the truss work it is Vói 
feet to the water line, and 1S5 feeJ 
from the highest point to the watei 
line. The distance spanned is 3S1 feel 
and C inches. 
The car, which will bi 
suspended from the tiniss by stiff ca- 
bles, will be 12 feet above the watei 
lino when in motion. 
The size of the 
car is ¿50 by 50 feet, and its capacity 
05 tons. The cost of the bridge will be 
about $108,000, and the annual cost of 
maintenance will be about $t>000. Th® 
bridge is built to withstand a wind ve- 
locity of 70 miles an hotrr. The bridge 
was built in accordance with an agree- 
ment for free ferry service made by 
the city some 20 years ago in consid- 
eration of a grant of right of way for 
the ship canal.—Raymond McBride.

Indeed, the word "malin- 
ger** was first applied to the attempts 
of soldiers to -evade arduous or un- 
i pleasant duty. 
It is of interest to 
notice tlie did'oreuce that exists be- 
tween countries iu which conscription 
prevails and those iu which only vol- 
untary service exists. 
In the former 
the 
most 
strenuous 
exertions 
are 
sometimes made to 
escape 
service, 
and since most deformities disqualify 
for admission, recruits, or rather those 
who were liable to serve in the army, 
have not hesitated to inflict on them- 
selves the most severe injuries in order 
to avoid service. 


In the days when it was necessary 
for a soldier to bite oif the end of the 
cartridge in loading his musket it was 
no uncommon event for a man to have 
one or more teeth extracted or tiled 
down so as to obtain exemption. 
In 
countries such as our own at the pres- 
ent time, where voluntary service ex- 
ists, we are more likely to find appli- 
cants for enlistment Avho attempt to 
hide diseases. 
In all countries, how- 
ever, many soldiers, whether they have 
been called to the service by conscrip- 
tion or Jiave entered it voluntarily, 
earnestly desire to leave it. 
There is 
an old tale, in all probability true, 
that illustrates well the trouble that 
such a man will take to escape from 
military service. 
A soldier was seized 
Avith paralysis of the right arm; the 
loss of power came on suddenly and 
without obvious cause. 
Malingering 
was suspected, but all the efforts of the 
surgeon of the regiment was unavail- 
ing; no proof could be obtained that 
the paralysis was feigned. 
The man 
was examined by two medical boards 
and ultimately he was given his dis- 
charge. 
As he went off from the bar- 
racks on the top of the coach (it was in 
the days before railways), he waved 
a hearty goodby to his comrades with 
his paralyzed arm. 


Probably the best example of the per- 
severance which men will display in 
the attempt to leave a service which 
they detest is to be found iu a case 
under the care of Cline. 
The patient 
Avas a sailor in the British navy, and 
it is worthy of note that he was a 
"pressed" man. 
H e fell on his head 
and a slight depression of the skull 
was produced. 
He immediately 
be- 
came unconscious and all efforts to 
rouse him failed. 
He lay quietly in 
his hammock and never moved. 
He 
seemed deaf to all sounds and at no 
time uttered any word. 
He was able 
to swallow food, both solid and liquid, 
and indeed he made signs with liis lips 
and tongue when he wanted nourish- 
ment. 
He Avas brought back to Eng- 
land, 
but no Improvement 
followed 
and the ''unconsciousness" lasted for 
thirteen months. Then it Avas resolved 
to raise the depressed portion of the 
bone. 
Flaps were made, a trephine 
was applied and tlie bone AA'as cut 
through. 
An elevator Avas then intro- 
duced to raise th© bone, and as the 
bone was llfte<l up consciousness sud- 
denly returned to the patient and he 
spoke. 
At the time of the operation 
most of the onlookers accepted the case 
as genuine, but no one Avoukl noAva- 
days A'enture to support the idea that 
the patient really lay unconscious for 
thirteen 
montks, suddenly 
regaining 
consciouisness on removal of tke de- 
pressed bone. 
There can be no doubt 
that the man Avas a malinger 
and 
adopted this arduous method of leaA'- 
iug a service into AA^hich he had been 
forced. 


The amount of pain and discomfort 
wkick malingerers are AA'illing to en- 
dure to obtain their discharge is al- 
most incredible, but the facts are well 
attested. 
A limb has been Jield in a 
fixed position for many months, and 
nat even the application of the actual 
cautery has suiiiced to move it. 
Many 
Mien have chopped off some 
fingers 
xnd have claiKied that it Avas an acci- 
dent. 
Mental derangement of one sort 
or another Is a faverite form of malin- 
gery, but the results usually resemble 
the popular or stage idea of insanity 
rather than the true products of mental 
alienation. 
It is not uncommon for 
the maling-erer to combine tAvo forms 
Of insanity, and this may be of value 


in detection. 
Süll it is often A'ory dim- 
cult to be certain that a patient is 
sliamming. 
There are. hoAvever. some 
phenomena Avhich cannot be simulat- 
ed» 
It is impossil)le -for a sane man 
to imitate successfully the persistent 
insomnia Avhloh often occurs in the 
insane; the impostor cannot put off 
sloop beyond tho second or third day. 


Another frequent- motlA-o for malin- 
gering is to attract attention not for 
the purpose of obtaining money but 
merely to gain notice. 
Simulated joint 
affections are not rare and there arc 
many other forms. These cases merge 
imporcoptibly into hysteria, and 
in- 
deed in many hysteria is combined 
Avith the Avish to deceive. 
It is not im- 
probable that in some of those patients 
there is a certain degree of cutaneous 
anaesthesia, Avhich renders the self- 
mutilation more easy of 
accomplish- 
ment. 
There are other 
causes 
for 
simulating disease or injury. 
Some- 
times it is done to avoid punishment, 
sometimes to Avreak vongoancc on an- 
other person Avho is accused of having 
inflicted the injury. 
To obtain com- 
pensation for injury in a raihvay ac- 
cident seA'orai lesions may be simulat- 
ed, and especially those obscure and 
ill-defined conditions Avhich have been 
attributed 
to 
'*spinal 
concussion." 
These latter form a large and very im- 
portant 
class, the detection 
of 
the 
fraud of Avhich is often most difficult. 


Sad to relate, many of the attempts 
to imitate disease have led to serious 
and irreparable results, and even to 
death itself. 
A man excited an ulcer 
iu his leg by means of a copper coin, 
and later gangrene appeared, necessi- 
tating amputation beloAV the knee. In 
endeavoring to excite haemoptysis a 
man SAvalioAved a cork into Avhich pins 
has been inserted. 
He spat up blood 
and became very emaciated and then 
suddenly died from hemorrliage. 
At 
the necropsy it Avas found that the 
cork and pins had lodged at the junc- 
tion of the pharynx and esophagus 
and 
that 
tho 
pins 
had 
ulcerated 
through the oesophageal Avails and had 
opened into the common carotid ar- 
tery on both sides. 
Children are great 
adepts at feigning maladies, and they 
frequently 
display 
a surprising 
ac- 
quaintance with tho symptoms of dis- 
ease. 


The detection of malinge'ring is often 
no easy matter, and no general rule 
can be laid doAvn AA-hich Avill be ap- 
plicable to all cases. The mere threat- 
ening of severe methods of treatment 
is sometimes successful but frequently 
fails. The threat of the application of 
the actual cautery has cured paralysis, 
but cases haA^e been recorded where 
malingerers have endured the cautery 
on several 
occasions. 
A man A^ho 
simulated blindness was 
placed on 
the edge of a jetty and told to walk 
straight forAvard. He stepped out and 
fell into the Avater, for he knew that 
those who Avere testing him dared not 
let him droAA'n, In another case, 
h o A v - 
ever, a man Avho seemed to have par- 
alysis of an arm alloAved the ampu- 
tating knife to be placed close to it 
Avithout 
flinching, 
but Avhen throAvn 
into the river he struck out with both 
arms and SAA'am. 


A very useful method of detection is 
the suggesting of neAV signs and symp- 
toms of the patient. 
The surgeon re- 
marks. say iu the case of a paralyzed 
arm—in the hearing of the malingerer 
that it is strange that the little 
finger 
is fiexed. it ought to be straight. 
In 
all probability at the next A'isit the 
little finger Avill have assumed the sug- 
gested position. 
The more outre and 
irregular the fresh symptoms suggest- 
ed by the surgeon the more definite is 
the detection. 
In general anaesthesia 
we possess a A'aluable means of dis- 
criminating in certain cases betAA'een 
true and false paralysis or contract- 
ures. 
While the patient is Jusi going 
under or 
recoA^ering from 
anaesthla 
the ''paralyzed" limb may be sten to 
move freely.

There is in process of constructioi 
across the United States ship canal a 
Duluth, Minn., a bridge wiiich will bi 
the iirst of its kind in the Unitei 
States, the iifth in the world,

aerial bridge, Avhen completed, will b( 
a very imposing structure. 
From thi 
lowest point of the truss work it is 
feet to the w^ater line, and 185 feei 
from the highest point to the w^atei 
line. The distance spanned is 3S1 feel 
and C inches. The car, which will bi 
suspended from the tiniss by stiff ca* 
bles, will be 12 feet above the >vatei 
lino when in motion. The size of th€ 
car is *¿0 by 50 feet, and its capacity 
(35 tons. The cost of the bridge will be 
about ?10i>.OUO, and the annual cost of 
maintenance will be about $SUUU. The 
bridge is built to withstand a wind ve­ 
locity of 70 miles an hour. The bridge 
was built in accordance with an agree- 
ment for free ferry service made by 
the city some 20 years ago in consid­ 
eration of a grant of right of way for 
the ship canal.—Raymond McBride.

Fresh 
in the minds of all is the rccent case

paretic 
limbs stirred U]) the lively compassion 
of the passersby, even of the poor, so 
that charitable gifts ilowed into his 
ready palm. 
This case has excited some little 
attention, chieily because the police 
have prosccuted him successfully, but, 
says the Lancet, he is only one of very 
many. 
It is, however, in connection with 
the naval and military services that 
the art of malingery finds its chief 
exponents. 
Indeed, the Avord “malin­ 
ger” was first applied to the attempts 
of soldiers to evade arduous or un- 
j pleasant duty. 
It is of interest to 
notice tlie difference that exists be­ 
tween countries in which conscription 
prevails and those in wiiich only vol­ 
untary service exists. 
In the former 
the 
most 
strenuous 
exertions 
are 
sometimes made to 
escape 
service, 
and since most deformities disqualify 
for admission, recruits, or rather those 
who wovo liable to serve in the army, 
have not hesitated to inflict on them­ 
selves the most severe injuries in order 
to avoid service. 
In the days wiien it w'as necescary 
for a soldier to bite off the end of the 
cartridge in loading his musket it was 
no uncommon event for a man to have 
one or more teeth extracted or tiled 
down so as to obtain exemption. 
In 
countries such as our ow’u at the pres­ 
ent time, where voluntary service ex­ 
ists, we are more likely to find appli­ 
cants for enlistment who attempt to 
hide diseases. 
In all countries, how­ 
ever, many soldiers, whether they liave 
been called to the service by conscrip­ 
tion or have entered it voluntarily, 
earnestly desire to leave it.

w’as examined by tw^o medical boards 
and ultimately he was given his dis­ 
charge. As he w*ent off from the bar­ 
racks on the top of the coach (it w’as in 
the days before railw^ays), he weaved 
a hearty goodby to his comrades with 
his paralyzed arm. 
Probably the best example of the per­ 
severance w'hich men will display in 
the attempt to leave a service wiiich 
the,v detest is to be found in a case 
under the care of Cline. 
The patient 
w'as a sailor in the British navy, and 
it is w’orthy of note that he w^as a 
pressed" man. 
He fell on his head 
4» 
aud a slight depression of tlie slcull 
was produced. 
He immediately be­ 
came unconscious and all fcfforts to 
rouse him failed. 
He lay quietly in 
his hammock and never moved. 
He 
seemed deaf to all sounds and at no 
time uttered any word. 
He was able 
to swallow food, both solid and liquid, 
and indeed he made signs with his lips 
and tongue when he wanted nourish­ 
ment. 
He Avas brought back to Eng­ 
land, but no improvement followed 
and the “unconsciousness” lasted for 
thirteen months. Then it was resolved 
to raise the depressed portion of the 
bone. 
Flaps ;were made, a trephine 
was applied and tlie bone was cut 
through. An elevator was then intro­ 
duced to raise the bone, and as the 
bone was lifte<l up consciousness sud­ 
denly returned to the patient aud he 
spoke. 
At the time of the operation 
most of the onlookex’S accepted the case 
its genuine, but no one would nowa­ 
days venture to support the idea that 
the patient really lay unconscious for 
thirteen luontks, suddenly regaining 
consciousness on removal of tke de- 
jjressed bone. There can be no doubt 
that the man was a malinger and 
adopted this arduous method of leav­ 
ing a service into which he had been 
forced. 
The amount of pain and discomfort 
wkick malingerers are willing to en­ 
dure to obtain their discharge is al­ 
most incredible, but the facts are well 
attested. 
A limb has been Jield in a 
llxed position for many months, and 
n»t even the application of the actual 
cautery lias sutlieed to move it. ilany 
MieH liave chopped olf some fingers 
•nnd have claimed that it Avas an acci­ 
dent. ^lental derangement of one sort 
or another is a faverite form of malin­ 
gery, but the results usually resemble 
the iH'pular or stage idea of insanity 
rather than the true products of mental 
alienation, 
it is not uncommon for 
the malingerer to combine two forms 
Of insauliy, and this may be of value 


in detection. Still it is often very diffi­ 
cult to be cortain that a patient is 
shamming. There are, hoAvever, some 
phenomena whicli cannot be simulât- 
impossible -for a sane man 
to imitate successfully the persistent 
insomnia which often occurs in the 
insane; the imposter cannot put ofll 
sleep beyond the second or third day. 
Another frequent- motive for malin­ 
gering is to attract attention not for 
the purpose of obtaining money but 
mproly to gain notice. Simulated joint 
affections are not rare and there aro 
many other forms. These cases merge 
imperceptibly into hysteria, aud in­ 
deed in many hysteria is combined 
with the Avish to deceive. It is not im­ 
probable that in some of these patients 
there is a certain degree of cutaneous 
anaesthesia, Avhich renders the self- 
mutilation more easy of accomplish­ 
ment. 
There are other causes for 
simulating disease or injury. 
Some­ 
times it is done to avoid punishment, 
sometimes to wreak vengeauco on an­ 
other person who is accused of having 
inflicted the injury. 
To obtain com­ 
pensation for injury in a railway ac­ 
cident several lesions may be simulat­ 
ed, and especially those obscure and 
ill-deñned conditions whicli have been 
attributed 
to 
“spinal 
concussion.’' 
These latter form a largo and very im­ 
portant class, the detection of tho 
fraud of AA-hich is often most dilBcult. 
Sad to relate, many of the attempts 
to imitate disease haA'e le<l to serious 
and irreparable results, and even to 
death itself. 
A man excited an ulcer 
in his leg by means of a copper coin, 
and later gangrene appeared, necessi­ 
tating amputation below the knee. In 
endeavoring to excite haemoptysis a 
man SAA*alloAved a cork into which pins 
has been inserted. 
He spat up blood 
and became very emaciated and then 
suddenly died from hemorrhage. 
At 
the necropsy it was found that the 
cork aud pins had lodged at the junc­ 
tion of the pharynx and esophagus 
and 
that 
the pins 
had ulcerated 
through tho oesophageal walls and had 
opened into the common carotid ar­ 
tery on both sides. Children are great 
adepts at feigning maladies, and they 
frequently display a surprising ac­ 
quaintance Avith tho symptoms of dis­ 
ease. 
The detection of malinge’ring is often 
no easy matter, and no general rule 
can be laid doAvn Avhich will be ap­ 
plicable to all cases. Tho mere threat­ 
ening of severe methods of treatment 
is sometimes successful but frequently 
fails. The threat of the application of 
the actual cautei'y has cured paralysis, 
but cases haA’e been recorded A\’here 
malingerers haA’e endured the cautery 
on several occasions. 
A man \çho 
simulated blindness was placed on 
the edge of a jetty and told to walk 
straight forward. He stepped out and 
fell into the water, for he knew that 
those Avho Avere testing him dared not 
let him drown. In another case, how­ 
ever, a man Avho seemed to have par­ 
alysis of an arm alloAA'ed the ampu­ 
tating knife to be placed close to it 
AA'ithout flinching, but Avhen throAvn 
into the river he struck out with both 
arms and swam. 
A A’ery useful method of detection Is 
the suggesting of new signs and symp­ 
toms of the patient. The surgeon re­ 
marks, say in the case of a paralyzed 
arm—in the hearing of the malingerer 
that it is strange that the little finger 
is fiexed, it ought to be straight. 
In 
all probability at the next A'IsIt the 
little finger Avill have assumed the sug­ 
gested position. 
The more outi-e and 
Irregular the fresh symptoms suggest­ 
ed by the surgeon the more definite Is 
the detection. 
In general anaesthesia 
we possess a valuable means of dis­ 
criminating in certain cases betAveen 
true and false paralysis or contract­ 
ures. 
While the patient is Just goln^ 
under or recovering from anaesthia 
the “paralyzed’' limb may be seen to 
move freely.

orchard with hoed crops for five years 
and thus insure thorough cultivation. 
Then nmlcli for three or four years, and 
then cultivate again.—W. J. Chamber- 
lain, in the Massachusetts Ploughman.

In most cases the cultivating, 
trimming and spraying are not done 
at all for lack of capital, knowledge 
or experienced help. Now suppose a 
combination was formed of fifty or a 
hundred farmers, with fifty thousand 
or one hundred 
thousand 
trees or 
mwe. 
Intelligent men could be em- 
ployed and trained, each to have his 
part to do. and become expert in that 
particular line set for him to look after. 
The man whose business it is to buy 
for the company could buy everything 
wanted in the way of tools, teams, fer- 
tilizers, spraying machines and mater- 
ials for spraying, barrels, lumber for 
boxes, etc. He would socn learn where 
best to buy at lowest jobbers' prices.

COMMERCIAL 
ORCHARDS. 


A recent bulletin from Missouri on 
"Conimeroial Orchards," has this to 
say about cultivation: 


"A too common treatment is to crop 
the land in corn while the orchard Is 
yowng and sow it to grass or to let 
weeds and sprouts take it when it is 
old. 
This method impoverishes the 
soil and takes the available plant food 
from the trees. If the soil Is already 
thin, this will Injure the fruit trees 
and they will succumb more readily to 
insects and diseases. }t need hardly be 
said that such practice will lead to 
poor results. 


••Another method Is to subdue the 
land with corn 
before 
setting the 
orchard, and after the orchard Is set, 
to cultivate in corn lor a year or two 
and then give one cultivation each way 
early in the season, Vhls practice has 
proved very satisfactory In the peach 
orchards. 


"A third method is to crop the land 
with a rotation of corn, cowpeas and 
rye as long as possible and then give 
clean, shallow culture. This 1» by far 
the best method, as shown by the con 
dition of orchard« so ti'eated. The 
crops will pay for the labor and money 
expended. 
This 'method is practiced 
here In the experiment orchards, and 
we recommend it to all orchardists. 


"These methods are commonly prac- 
ticed where cultivation Is given, but 
many orchard oAvners simply cultivate 
In corn for a year or two and then sow 
to grass or let the orchard shift for 
itself. There seems to bo a mistaken 
Idea among some fruit men that an old 
orchard can take care of itself, but 
this is not the case. An orchard, like 
any field crop, wiJI respond to good 
culture."—National Fruit Grower.

FALL PLANTING PREFERRED 
I prefer fall planting.

The hole is dug 
directly under the horseshoe.

same board is used in setting the tree, 
pressing the tree against horseshoes.

I would rather the tree would 
lean the first five years than the next 
forty-five. 
Carefully work very fine earth about 
the roots. 
;Mound up about each tree 
and protect with wire screen. 
Plant
